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REMARKS 


Claims 1 and 3-11 remain in the application with claims 7-11 being allowed. 

The Examiner holds Ea of Okawara '308 to be the recited chiller-condenser and 
Eb the chiller-evaporator, and valve 5b as the recited by-pass valve. However, the recited 
by-pass valve (26) establishes two separate flow paths; to wit, flow directly between the 
chiller-condenser (16) and the chiller-evaporator (18), as valve 5b arguably does, but in 
addition, a separate and alternate flow through the expansion device (24). The valve 5b 
in Okawara '308 does not establish a separate and parallel flow between the same two 
components. 

The reconstruction of the art, a highly developed art where small changes are 
significant, in pursuit of Applicant's invention is not well founded.
